all the publicity and is anxious to 
return to his laboratory. 


Dr. Albert Einstein, the world- 


renowned physicist, lived a simple 
life and spared Himself the horrors 
of newspaper interviews and tele- 
vision cameras. 


As the result, both will occupy 


a relatively obscure place In non- 
scientific history. Men like—aay 
—Babe Ruth and his prodigious 
home run feats will rate more 
lines in the public record. 


Some editorial writers have 


drawn a comparison between men 
of science and the men of war, 
•uch as 
Napoleon, 
Wellington, 


Grant and Pershing. They chal- 
lenge the reader to. recall the 
name of the discoverer of small- 
pox anti-toxin or the man or men 
who conquered yellow fever. The 
results of thin test are a striking 
example of historical emphasis.

lewon to all of us who, begrudging- 
ly sometimes, contribute a modest 
«ffort to the betterment of our 
homes and community. 


Mor* specifically, it should be a 


l«won to all politicians, do-gooders 
and pee-wee social climbers whose 
every move must be charted in 
the public journals. 


Also, it should be a lesson to 


movie stars, lor whom the spot- 
lights glow; for editors, who pro- 
les* great wisdom; for the men 
of great wealth who fail to exer- 
cise the proper humility; lor the 
eight-star, be-ribboned lodge 
presidents and all self-exalted 
rulers o£ women's societies.

Dr. Einstein's accomplishments 


were oo profound, his achieve- 
ments must be interpreted to the 
common, run-of-the-brain fellow. 
Few understand his theory of rela- 
tivity. 


He also added the "fourth di- 


mension," a revolutionary princi- 
ple whose importance will not be 
comprehended by the great masses 
for perhaps a century. 


Yet the lives of Dr. Einstein 


and Dr. Salk have served to add 
a fifth dimension, so to speak, 
to the area of human behavior. 
Their modesty, their -unassum- 
ing manners are in themselves 
a theory of relativity—a bal- 
ancing of accomplishment in re- 
lation to the vastness of unex- 
plored mysteries of human life 
and science. 
All would do well to emulate 


these great men in their humility. 
We who are inclined to puff and 
gloat over some minor contribu- 
tion to human betterment would 
do well to find our niche.

New Quake 
Rocks Town 
In Greece 


ATHENS, Greece W-—A disas- 


trous new quake struck shattered 
Volos today, leveling many-of the- 
port city's remaining buildings. 
Five bodies were dug from. the 
rubble and officials feared the 
death toll would run much higher. 


Police headquarters said wit- 


nesses telephoned from the strick- 
en area that nearly every building 
in the city of 51,000 persons, about 
100 miles northwest of Athens, had 
been partially or completely de- 
stroyed by the latest shock. 


The new tremors came as Volos 


inhabitants were struggling to re- 
cover.from a quake Tuesday which 
killed one person, injured 49 and 
damaged n e a r l y 1,000 houses. 
Nearly 6,000 were left homeless 
by that upheaval.

Another attack on colonialism 


came from Prime Minister Saif 
El Islam El Hassan of Yeman, 
who questioned the right of Britain 
to maintain her colony of Aden, 
which adjoins Yeman.

colonialism in Africa and hits out 
at support given by the United 
States and European countnes to 
creation of Israel. 


Sir John said colonialism takes 


many forms with the first and 
most obvious form Western colon- 
ialism. Then he added: 


"Think, for example, of those 


satellite states under Commums' 
domination in Central and Eastern 
Europe. 
If we are united in our 


opposition to colonialism, should i 
not be our duty openly to declare 
our opposition to Soviet colonialism 
as much as to Western imperial 
ism?" 


Sir John proposed that the con- 


ference cail upon all powers still 
possessing dependencies on these 
two continents to set a 10-year tar- 
get for granting them all full in- 
dependence.

Corsi Relates 
His Job Woes 


Had No Office, No 
Secretary, He Says 


WASHINGTON (#)—Edward Corsi testified today that despite the 


advance build-up he was given by Secretary of State Dulles "no ar- 
rangements were made for me to do any kind of job" as an adviser 
on refugee problems. 


Corsi recalled to a Senate Ju- 


diciary subcommittee that Dulles, 
at a news conlerence announcing 
his appointment, described him as 
"an old friend" and "the best qual- 
ified man" in the country to as- 
sist with the refugee immigration 
program. 


"No Offire" 


But when he reported for work 


at the State Department on Jan. 
10 there was "no office for me" 
nor any secretary, Corsi said. 


"I hung around McLeod's of- 


firp " he said, referring to R. W. 
Scott McLeod, the State Depart- 
ment's security officer who admin- 
isters the 1953 act authorizing the 
admission of up to 214,000 refugees 
and other nonquota immgirants be- 
fore the end of next year. 


"When he (McLeod) was not 


there, I was permitted to use his 
desk," Corsi said. 


Corsi said that on his ai rival he 


found that arrangments had been 
made for him to leave on Jan. 20 
for Europe, and added: "I 
was 


very clearly of the opinion the 
State Department was anxious to 
keep me on the road." 


Once he got to Europe, he said, 


State Department advisers 
sent 


with him worked "behind 
my 


back" to prevent his conferring 
with officials of other governments^ 
and also prevented him from is- 
suing a statement intended to "re- 
vive confidence" in the refugee 
program. 


The subcommittee is looking into 


he whole controversy that has 
welled up over the administration 
of the program since Corsi's dis- 
missal by Dulles on Easter Sun- 
day. 


Offered Job 


Dulles said Corsi had -a- 90-day 


temporary appointment and it had 
expired. He offered Corsi another 
post. 


Corsi, a New York Republican 


political figure, declared nothing 
had been said to him about any 
temporary appointment. He "blast- 
ed the administration of the ftef- 
ugee Relief Act.

Secretary of State Wal- 
ter S. Robertson left Wednesday on 
a 10-day trip to th'e Nationalist 
Chinese capital, Taipei.

What Makes Beautiful Girl 
Teeter on Wire 50 Feet Up

What makes a beautiful young 


girl risk her life twice daily from 
April to November, teetering peril- 
ously on a thin thread of steel 50 
feet in the air? 


What does she think about when. 


she walks blindfolded across the 
high wire, rides a bicycle across 
it, and then walks down a 45-de- 
gree angle wire when the act is 
over? 


"I do it because I was born to 


do it." says Josephine Berosini, 


what I think about is just- that 
stretch of wire 10 feet ahead." 


When Josephine, queen of the 


high wire, staggers slightly on her 
perilous perch high in the rafters 
of Madison Square Garden, a gasp 
like the sighing of a sudden wind 
goes through the crowd watching 
Ringling Bros, and Barnum and 
Bailey's "greatest show on earth." 
.Cynics may say, "it's an act. 
She won't fall." 


But in the five generations of 


Berosinis who have walked the 
high wire, tragedy has struck four 


Her uncle and aunt fell to their 


deaths from the high Viire while 
the family troupe was still in Eu- 
rope. Another uncle spent years in 
a hospital after a fall in Buffalo in 
1939. 


And in 1950, Josephine stood fro- 


zen in horror a» her 23-year-old 
brother, Otto, fell to his death dur- 
ing a performance in Waco, Tex. 


Family Group 


The Berosinis were a family 


group on the high wire up to theiv 
Otto's death broke up the group. 
Josephine's father and mother re- 
tired" to their home in Miami. 
Otto's fiancee, who had joined the 
troupe, left the high %vire for good. 
So did Josephine—or she thought 
she did. 


But the girl who started her 


feats of the high wire at th« age 
of five could not stav away. 


"I felt at first that I never 


wanted to see the w:re again," 
she says. "I kept telling myself 
there must be other ways to make 
a living. But when the family 
troupe broke up, I knew I had to 
go on alone. 


Out Two Month* 


"It was only two months that 


I was out of the show. I started 
practicing my brother's act alone, 
while my father watched from the 
ground. He said he ought to be 
there, at first. It was like after 
my first fall, when I was only six, 
and my father made me go right 
back on the wire, so I wouldn't 
let the fear get me. 


"This time he didn't make me 


go. But the feeling that I must go 
on had been bred in me too long 
to deny. 
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"When I started up the wire for 


the first time after my brother's 
death, carrying his pole, using his 
equipment, I felt at first I couldn't 
possibly do it. But I did. And I've 
been doing it ever since." 


Now that the elder Berosinis 


have retired. Josephine's husband, 
Alexander Konyot, dressage horse- 
man with Ringling Brothers, stands 
beneath the wire while his wife 
taunts death from far above. 


"I don't like it. feeling my heart 


freeze twice a day," says Konyot, 
"but there's nothing I can do about 
it. The high wire is Josephine's 
destiny, and there is where ahe 
has to be."

The Communist axis counts upon scoring a major propa- 


ganda victorv at the 29-nation Afro-Asian conference at 
Bandung, Indonesia. But an alert West, working through- 
its friends at the council table, may do much to reverse the 
result.The task wfll not be easy. Red China's Premier Chouj 
En-Iai may well play the leading role. Though largely spon- ] 
sored bv India's premier Nehru, professed neutral, the meet- 1 
ing's roster significantly leaves out South Korea, Nationalist j 
China and Israel. 
But despite the evident effort on somebody's part to 


load the roster against the West, the lineup has its favorable 
aspects. Only two of the participants have outright Com- 
munist regimes. Six are neutral, eight can be classed as 
anti-Soviet, and 12 are positively pro-West. 


It is from this latter group that important support can 


be expected for Western policies in Asia and Africa. Par- 
ticularly, two Manila Pact powers, Pakistan and the Philip- 
pines. plan active advocacy of truly democratic freedoms in 
opposition to the fraudulent Red variety. 
The Communists will be dispensing anti-West venom 


with their usual spray-gun tactics. We are going to hear 
much about U. S. "warmongering." the menace of the Ameri- 
can. atom bomb, and the grinding inhumanity of the capitalist 
system. 
Meanwhile the Reds will be strutting in their usual 


phony peace pose, bearing the dox^e high aloft to distract 
attention from the bulging weapons beneath their tunics, 
And we will get the old refrain from Kremlin Alley about 
the wondrous healing effects of communism on ^ mass 
povertv. 
Fortunately for us. we will have in addition to OUTJ 


friends at the "council table some 65 U. S. correspondents { 
prepared to present the conference's deliberations in full and ! 
truthful perspective. The story they tell can be of immense 
value in counteracting the inevitable flood of Red poison. 


For the Communists the Bandung affair has taken on 


added importance since the colossal flop of their recent 18- 
nation gathering in New Delhi, India. That meeting, called 
under informal sponsorship of certain Indian leaders, was 
so blatantly a Communist shouting forum that even Nehru 
pulled out his Congress party delegates on opening day. A 
third of all delegates failed to show up. 


"We must pray that our diplomats have schooled our 


friends at Bandung in American and Western views so that 
these will be a forceful offset to the terrible Red tirades 
ahead. Up to now our efforts to get the American message 
across in the less privileged lands of Asia and Africa have 
not met with smashing success. 


Bandung is a great challenge. We want to save the un- 


committed Afro- Asian peoples from Red slavery. The slave 
masters will be decked in then* most alluring garb at this 
meeting, spouting attractive offers. It is a rare chance for 
us, not merely to strip off the false attire of communism, but 


" to show the strength and substance and humanity of the 
free democratic peoples.

Will A-Bomb Ruin Pantry Shelf ? 
Next Week's Test Blast May Tell 


Ward Fight 


By KEXNETH O. GILMORE 


WASHINGTON—(NEA)—As far as the 
American 


housewife is concerned, the major atomic test to take place 
soon on the Nevada desert should be labeled, "Operation 
Canned "Blueberries." 


" For this final open shot scheduled for the last week in 


April, will help to determine what canned goods she and her 
family can safely eat in the event of atomic devastation. 


The big questions are: How great 


an atom force vili it take to tear 
open or break glass and tin con- 
tainers placed at various ranges? 
And will the radiation effects from 
the blast spoil or poison the food 
contents? 


To help come up with these and 


other answers, the National Can- 
ners Association is supplying 25,000 
samples of 60 canned food items 
which will play an important role 
in the civil defense phase of the 
atom explosion. 


» « • 


"Tho canning industry looks upon 


this project as a constructive op- 
portunity to contribute to the na- 
tional defense." says George B. 
Morill, Jr., President of the N.C.A. 


From 
sauerkraut to shrimp, 


roughly one railroad car full of 
canned fruits, vegetables, juices, 
fish and shell fish, meats, poultry 
and even baby foods will be close 
at hand when the zero hour arrives. 


It will'be a harsh test,'but N.C.A. 


officials are confident their prod- 
ucts will do well. They say labora- 
tory findings show the protect!ve 
value of canned foods under con- 
ditions of atomic, biological and 
chemical warfare. 


But an actual explosion will pro- 


vide information that is not possible 
to establish under laboratory con- 
ditions. This is the first time com- 
mercial products have been put to 
such a test. The Atomic Energy 
' Commission and the Federal Civil 
Defense Administration are both 
cooperating on the experiment. 
* * * 


' 
All of the glass and tin contain- 


ers are coded so spoilage, fallout 
effects and the nutritive value of 
the food can be accurately meas- 
ured. Special slat-racks have been 
built to hold samples in single rows 
BO no container shields another. 


Canning industry representatives 


and civil defense officials will be 
particularly interested to study the 
effects on canned foods .that are 
heavily exposed to radiation and 


" close to the blast \vave. They rea- 
lize numerous warehouses located 
in urban areas are likely to be 
badly shattered by an atom bomb. 


"We want to know whether thi, 


food becomes radioactive and if so 
how long it persists," says C. A. 
Greenleaf, associate director of the 
N.Q.A.- laboratory, who will be 
working at the site. "Homeless and 
hungry people will need these 
canned goods as rations in an 
emergency. It is necessary to know 
If they are safe to handle and eat.' 


The Food and Drug Administra- 


tion will undertake long range ani< 


mal feeding tests to determine 
whether foods have picked up 
harmful or poisonous characteris- 
tics. Monkeys will be fed for 90 
days, rats for six months, and dogs 
| for two years.* * * 


In addition to canned items, other 


types of foods will be tested by the 
Department of Agriculture and the 
National Association of 
Frozen 


Food Packers. 


On the desert location canned 


goods will be situated at roughly 
three distances from the center 
of the shot. At the nearest point 
they will be dug in and protected 
by some kind of shielding or bunk- 
er. 


Next will be an intermediate 


range corresponding to a consider- 
ably damaged residential area. 
Here cans and jars will be put on 
shelves and stored in experimen- 
tal homes and buildings. 


The third distance will be far 


enough away to prevent major 
damage to structures. Experts of

Hutcliins Revives Attack on

Listening nearby was outgoing

year-old white-haired businessman 
jettisoned in favor of Daley by the 
Democratic organization a.f t e r 
eight years in office. 


Apparently still deeply stung at 


the ueatment given him by the 
powerful organization headed by 
Daley, Kennelly confined his con- 
gratulaitons to a wish of "health, 
happiness and a successful admm- 
istiation" for the new mayor. 
Daley handily outran Kennelly in 
the piimary and outpolled Aid. 
Robert E Mernam, onetime Dem- 
ociat 
but Republican mayoial 


nominee, by some 127,000 votes in 
the city election April 5. 


Daley, former state legislator 


and appointed official, had resign- 
ed a day earlier as Cook County 
clerk. He was succeeded by Ed- 
waid J. Barrett, like Daley, a 
•veteran Democratic politician and 
officeholder.

SAN JACINTO MONUMENT, 


Tex (»—One afternoon 119 years 
ago today a general took a siesta— 
and Mexico lost an empire. 


A band of Texans jumped the 


general and whipped his army. 


The story should interest not 


only Texans. It's important to 
folks in Arizona, New Mexico, Cali- 
fornia, Nevada, Utah and Colo- 
rado. 


Their states became part of 


these United States, because of 
the battle for San Jacinto. 


Things had gone badly for Texas 


that spnng of 1836 in its fight for 
independence from Mexico. On 
March 6 the garrison at Alamo 
Mission in San Antonio had been 
massacred by the legions of Gen. 
Antonio Lopez de Santa Anna. 


Santa Anna, the "Napoleon of 


the West," swept east and camped 
at the junction of the San Jacinto 
River and Buffalo Bayou—22 miles 
east of Houston. 


On the afternoon of April 21, as 


Santa Anna took his siesta and his 
force of 1,600 squatted confidently 
behind their breastworks, General 
Sam Houston's army—outnumber- 
ed 2 to 1—charged. 


Shrieking "Remember the Ala- 


mo!" the Texans routed the Mexi- 
cans in 18 minutes—killing some 
630, wounding 280 and capturing 
730. Texan casualties: Two dead, 
23 wounded. 


Santa Anna was captured. 
Texas had independence, and 


nine years later joined the union, 
But the annexation of Texas touch- 
ed off the U.S -Mexican War. Mex- 
ico broke off relations with the 
United States and laid a'claim to 
Tex§is.

Pyle died on a far Pacific isle 10 
years ago this week, as the war he 
hated was drawing to an end. 


He now lies buried in a U. 8. 


military c e m e t e r y in Hawaii 
among the servicemen whose story 
he told with simple eloquence. But 
in another sen** Ernie didn't stay 
overseas. He is back home here 
forever on the campus of Indiana 
University, where in student days 
he first dreamed of winning news- 
paper fame. 


Certainly his spirit is enshrined 


here. Ernie remains a living sym- 
bol to hundreds of fledgling young 
newspaper men and women who 
are bolstered in both heart and 
hope by the example of his career. 


'Already Beetles*' 


Ernie never was graduated by 


his alma mater. He quit during his 
senior year to go to work. Some of 
the oldtimers here say he left be- 
cause of a broken romance with a 
red-haired girl. Others say, "no, it 
was just because he was Ernie— 
already restless to be on his way." 


Once Pyle did leave the campus 


in January, 1923, he stayed away 
for 21 years. He loved the univer- 
sity but said he wanted to remem- 
ber it as he had known it in his 
youth. He came, back only once in 
his lifetime—to take an honorary 
degree in 1944. A few months later 
he was killed by a sniper's bullet 
in le Shima. 


But today the personality of the 


shy, brooding farmboy who be- 
came the greatest battle repoiter 
of his generation dominates his 
old school 


Collect Mementoes

She's Busy

son. "Henry's knee-deep in civic 
and county affairs, and so am I. 
\\e didn't plan it that way. But 
actually this is the first time we've 
had time to dig into real commu- 
nity problems." 


Mrs. 
Broderson's community 


crusade began when she happened 
to inspect the Santa Clara County 
Juvenile Detention Home, shortly 
after arriving in California. She 
found a structure originally built 
for

boys 
and 
six 
girls 


crammed with more than 25 boys 
and nearly a dozen girls. She 
Started asking questions, found no 
adequate facilities for the young 
peopl* to exercise or get fresh air. 


Conditions Shocking 


Then she went to the county jail 


tnd found conditions even more 
chocking. Appointed civic affairs 
chairman of the Palo Alto Wom- 
en's club, Mrs. Broderson got into 
action, enlisted the interest of PTA 
groups and the County Federation 
of Women's Clubs and forced a 
vote on a $750,000 appropriation 
for a new jail. 
'The c o u n t y fathers said it 
couldn't be done.

The United States, the Euro- 


peans, and Russia were not in- 
vited to Bandung. The great mass 
of people represented there are 
colored a n d impoverished. All 
have reason to be concerned about 
the otubreak of war over Formo- 
sa. 


And, 
because of their poverty 


and their desire to get on their 


j economic feet, the help they had 
received, or hoped to get, from 
the United States would be a fac- 
tor in keeping them from too close 
alliance with Red China. 


On Sunday, nust before the Ban- 


dung meeting opened, Dulles le- 
ported the Red Chinese had great- 


ly intensified their airpower oppo- 
site Formosa. Eisenhower followed 
this quickly with a statement aim- 
ed at Bandung. 


Peace In Jeopardy 


He said "peace was in grave 


jeopaidy ' and that the leaders at 
Bandung had an "opportunity, at a 
critical houi, to voice the peace- 
ful aspirations of the peoples of the 
world and exert a practical influ- 
ence for peace."

mized a bit the danger of war 
over Formosa now.

Every year, the President of the 


United States proclaims May 1 as 
Child Health Day. So now is a 
good, time to define a healthy 
child. He is one who is physically 
sound, well nourished, adjusted to 
his age group and happy in his 
home life. 


We in our home believe that food 


and social life go hand-in-hand. 
Our boys bring friends home to 
meals frequently. We plan picnics 
for them and their friends and al- 


ways keep after-school or after- 
the-movies macks in the refriger- 
ator for them to serve themselves 
and friends. 


Even an old-fashioned candy pull 


helps develop their social adjust- 
ment. The youngsters run it them- 
selves—girls and boys—and every- 
one seems to have a thoroughly 
good time. Incidentally the molas- 
ses, sugar and butter needed to 
make more than a pound of taffy 
costs only about 20 cents. 


Old-FMhioned Moluwtt Taffy 


(Yield: V/4 pound*) 


One rup unsulphured molasses. 


1 cup sugar, 1 tablespoon butter or 
margarine. 


Combine all ingredients in a 2- 


quart saucepan. Place over low 
heat and stir until sugar is dis- 
solved. Cook over medium heat 
until syrup, when dropped in very 
cold water, separates into threads 
which are hard but not brittle, or 
until candy thermometer reaches 
270 degrees F. Pour into greased 
plater. As edges cool, fold toward 
center or they will harden before 
center is ready to pull. When candy 
is cool enough to handle, press 
into ball with lightly 
buttered 


fingers. Pull until candy is light in 
color and ready to harden. Stretch 
into a long rope, ^i-inch wide. Cut 
into 1-inch pieces. Wrap each piece 
of taffy in waxed paper. 


Taffy Ice Cream Soda 


(Yield: 1 serving) 


Two tablespoons 
unsulphured 


molasses, milk, 1 scoop (*£ pint) 
vanilla, chocolate or coffee ice 
cream, sparkling water. 


Put molasses in 12-ounce glass; 


fill 
Vz full with milk. Add ice 


cream; stir vigorously. Fill to top 
with sparkling water.

Pilots to Use 
Thunderbolt 
Geometry' 


NEW YORK (* — Airplanes that 


travel more than'1,000 feet a sec- 
ond—faster than a pistol shot—and 
pilots versed in "thunderbolt geo- 
metry" will confront any aggres- 
sor attacking the United States. 


That was word yesterday from 


Gen. 
B. W. Chidlaw, commander 


in chief, Continental Air Defense 
Command, with headquarters at 
Colorado Springs, Colo. 


The new technique being prac- 


ticed by the Air Force was de- 
scribed by Chidlaw in an address 
prepared for a luncheon of the So- 
ciety of Automotive Engineers. 


"We use the term 'thunderbolt 


geometry' advisedly," C h i d l a w 
said. 


"We no. longer swing in on our 


targets in line, or with the pursuit 
curve; we come at him from right 
angles, which is the reason we re- 
fer to it as 'geometry.' 


"The reason we add 'thunder, 


bolt,' to our description is that our 
planes have the capability of com- 
ing on the target at 1.000 feet or 
more per second, and that rate of 
closure is so fast the plane must 
be lined up on the objective and 
combat action started as much 
as 30 miles off. 


Faster Than Pistol 


"This is a maneuver much faster 


than a pistol shot." 


Plane-bom* radar, ground radar 


and electronic computers enable 
the pilots to engage in air-to-air 
rocket-firing at tbeae speeds, he 
said. 


"It is untried (in combat) and 


I pray to God that it never be- 
comes necessary that we have to 
try it," Chidlaw said. 


"But should we have to, any po- 


tential aggressor who would mov* 
against these pilots and radar ob- 
servers would—I promise you meet 
some of the finest of the genera- 


tion of men who have defended 
this country in other ways, pasi 
and present. 


"They would be meeting men 


who have been taught that they 
have one shot — and that that 
shot must be a good one."

Third of a Series: 
Einstein's Faith Helped 
Him Through His Life 


Did Not Become Hopeless 
During His Investigations 


EDITOR'S NOTE: A mathe- 


matical genius is human, just 
like everybody else. Here, in the 
third and last of a series, are 
highspots in the private life of 
Albert Einstein: his childhood, 
his marriages, his children.

PRINCETON, N. J. (^—Albert 


Einstein, intellectual adventurer, 
said he had a "kind of faith that 
helped me through my whole life 
—not to become hopeless in the 
great difficulties of investigation." 


This man, who died Monday, 


overturned the most traditional no- 
tions of physics. 


He was the son of middle class 


south German Jews. From his 
father, Hermann, an electrical en- 
gineer, he first learned about sci- 
ence. His' mother, Pauline Koch, 
gave him his love of music and 
art. 


Didn't Speak 'Til 3 


Einstein didn't speak a word un- 


til he was 3 years old, but by the 
time he was 1-i he had taught him- 
self algebra, analytical geometry 
and integral and differential cal- 
culus. None of this had yet been 
taught him in school. He was also 
deeply interested in philosophy. 


He intended to follow his father's 


profession and took entrance ex- 
aminations 
at 
the 
Polytechnic 


Academy in Zurich, Switzerland. 
His knowledge and understanding- 
of mathematics and p h y s i c s 
amazed his professors. 


The young scientist, 
however, 


was mainly occupied with physics. 
He said he early learned to study 
only what led to the fundamentals 
and "to turn aside from every- 
thing else." 


Einstein, who always was pas- 


sionately proud of his Jewish cul- 
tural and spiritual traditions, was 
married in 1903 at the age of 24 
to a Serbian Catholic, JOleva 
Marie, whom he met in a mathe- 
matics class. They had two sons, 
Hans, born in 1904, and Edward, 
born in 1909. 


Married Cousin 


Hans became a professor of hy- 


draulics at the University of Cali- 


fornia and & consultant on soil 
erosion for the U. S. government. 
Edward remained in Zurich, and 
little was known hers of his ac- 
tivities. 


Einstein'i first marriage ended 


in divorce. 


When he went to Berlin in 1914 


to accept a post as professor ot 
the Prussian Academy of Science, 
he met again his first cousin, Elsa 
Einstein, with whom he had grown 
up. They were married a year 
later. 


Also divorced, she had two 


daughters, Mrs. Use Kayser, who 
died in Paris in 1934, and Margot, 
who married Dmitri Marionoff. 
They were divorced in 19371 and 
Margot came to live with Einstein 
in Princeton. 


At the time of his second mar- 


riage, Einstein had achieved great 
stature in the scientific world and 
was beginning to feel the pressure 
of public acclaim. 


Buffer Against World 


Elsa Einstein became her hus- 


band's buffer against the world. 
A woman of culture, she also was 
practical and had sound business 
judgment. She took over the man- 
agement of all of her husband's 
affairs and there was a saying in 
Berlin that: 


"If you would know Herr Albert, 


first know Frau Elsa." 


Einstein, who cared little for 


money and rejected offers of large 
sums for articles and testimonials, 
was perfectly satisfied to let his 
wife guide his personal and private 
life. 


"They make such demands on 


his time," she once said, "he must 
have peace in which to think." 


This peace his wife attempted to 


provide until her death in Prince- 
ton in 1936 at the age of 58. 


Then Margot, and Einstein's sis- 


ter, Maja, who-died in 1950, took 
over the duties. They were joined 
by Miss Helen. Dukas, who served 
for many years as Einstein'* sec- 
retary and housekeeper. 


Had the Last Word 


Apparently Einstein read all his 


mail and answered a good deal of

it himself, including request! from 
puzzled high school students. 


And there was the occasion when 


one got by the front door. A 14- 
year-old pupil at Princeton Country 
bay school, he was so puzzled 
over an examination problem h* 
decided to ask Einstein for a solu- 
tion. 


The boy said he thought that two 


consecutive odd numbers, th« diff 
ference of whose squares is 56, 
may be negative as well as posi- 
tive. 


"You're right," said Einstein. 
It is not recorded that anyon* 


challenged the young scholar's an- 
swer at school the next day. It 
would have been interesting: if 
someone had. 


For. in his way, he had the same 


last word which for years guided 
top ranking scientists the world 
over.

Governor, State 
Secretary Issue 
New Illinois Map 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. —(Special) 


—The new 1955 Illinois highway 
map is off the press and ready for 
distribution. 


For the third consecutive year, 


the single map is being issued 
jointly by the offices of Governor 
William G. Stratton and Secretary 
of State Charles F. Carpentier. 


Governor Stratton and Carpen- 


tier inaugurated the combined pub- 
lication in 1953 to replace the two 
which for many years had been 
published separately by the De- 
partment of Public Works and 
Buildings and the secretary of 
state. The joint map saves approx- 
imately $10,000 annually :n print- 
ing costs, plus additional postage 
and distribution expense. 


The 1955 map, showing all num- 


bered routes in the state's high- 
way system, also locates state 
parks, important historical sites, 
conservation and recreation areas 
and colleges and universities. It 
provides a mileage chart between 
mam Illinois cities as well as 
driving distances from towns in 
neighboring states and carries 19 
smaller maps indicating routes in 
the vicinity of Illinois metropoli- 
tan centers.
